ATLANTIC CABLE AND 4; 

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
IN FRANCE, Sunday, Dec. 9.—Regi- 
ments of a newly-arrived division 
had their first experience today with 
an artillery barrage when they fol- 
lowed one in sweeping over a 
theoretical German trench, which 
had been named the Von Kluck 
line. So well has the artillery been 
trained that the high-explosive 
shells burst with clock-Iike regu- 
larity ahead of the advancing troops 
as if the artillerymen had been con- 
ducting barrage fire for years. There 
was not a ‘hitch anywhere tn the 
firing, which was directed by air- 
planes hovering overhead. 

After “taking” the Von Kiuck 
line, the treops at a given position 
on the hills néarby, watched the bar- 
rage sweep on to a second theoreti- 
eal objective, named the Hinden- 
burg line and the main objective 
which was the Berlin point. This 
wes for the purpose of showing the 
new arrivals the progress of the 
shell explosions.

Extraord inary Request for Immediate 
Help Made by Buckeye Governor. 


~OLUMBUS Dec. 11.—With 
below-zero weather prevailing, 
the coal shortage was so acute 
in Ohio today that Gov. James M. 
Cox telegraphed Dr. Harry Garfield, 
Federal Fuel Administrator, at 
Washington, that unless Ohio peo 
ple get immediate relief they will 
“lose confidence in the government.” 

Failing to hear from Dr. Harry A. 
Garfield, Gov. Cox of Ohio this after- 
noon appealed directly to President 
Wilson for authority for the Ohio 
Fuel Administration to commandeer 
coal in transit through Ohie for de- 
mestic use. 

Gov. Cox informed President Wtl- 
son that the people ere suffering 
from the most serious coal shortage 
in the history of the State, with be- 
low-zero weather prevailing, and 
asked that immediate action be 
taken to alleviate further suffering.

ONE BOARD TO BUY FOOD 


ASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—Crea- 
W tion of a general food pur- 
chase board to co-ordinate 
the buying of foodstuffs for the army 
and navy and for the Allied gov- 
ernments was announced tonight by 
Food Administrator Hoover. Mem- 
bers of the board were named by 
Mr. Hoover, with the approval of 
the secretaries of War and Navy. 
They are: 

Paymaster-General Samuel Mc- 
Gowan of the navy, chairman; Maj- 
Gen. Henry G. Sharpe, Quarter- 
master-Genera! of the army: W. V. 
S. Tharn, chief of the Food Admin- 
istration’s division’ of co-ordination 
of purchases and representative of 
Allied purchasers, and F. J. Scott 
of the Federal Trade Commission. |. 
“The functions of the board,” said 
Mr. Hoover tonight, “are far-reach- 
ing. The plan is so to co-ordinate 
the purchasing as to place it strictly 
on an official basia and to disturb 
as little as possible market condi- 
tions, having due regard for the in- 
terests of the producer and the con- 
sumer, as well as our fighting forces, 
and those countries dependent on us 
for their supplies of food."

Lane in- 
formed him that it was not in vio- 
lation of any ordinance or commis- 
sion ruling for his company to man- 
ufacture artificial gas when it wags 
to be veed for emergency purposes 
to protect consumers in the event of 
a breakdown, or for the purpose of 
increasing its facilities for 
consumers. 

Wrenn explained that the artifi- 
cial gas was to be used In testing out 
a new gas holder recently construct- 
ed, and that there was no intention 
of mixing it with natural gas and 
serving it to consumers.
